MUDDT TRACK RACING. 

The splendid card offered by Secretary Clark of 
the Hawthorne race track was spoiled yesterday by 
the condition of the track which was fetlock deep 
in mnd, caused by the heavy rain of the night pre- 
vious. Scratching was indulged in copiously, and 
the most important race of the day had to be de- 
clared off, a dash of seven furlongs for three-year- 
olds and upwards being substituted to fill up the 
quota of six races. 

The feature event of the day was the Emulation 
Handicap Steeplechase over the short course. The 
race was robbed entirely of its interest by Mac 
Laren falling and Dagmar losing his jockey over 
the first jump, leaving Crest and Falella to finish it 
out. Crest simply cantered all the way, winning 
eased up by three and one-half lengths. The rider 
on Dagmar remounted and rode out the course for 
third place. Dagmar refused the fifth jump, but 
when taken back took it at the next attempt. The 
stake was worth $1,120 to the winner. 

Lncien Appleby is certainly an excellent horse in 
mnd. He had no trouble whatever in winning the 
fifth race, a free handicap purse of $700 at one mile. 
Bragg led by a fair margin up to the last quarter, 
where Lucien Appleby assumed comiDa'nd at call 
and won easily by two and a half lengths from 
Bmlare, which boat Bragg five for second place. 
Bmlare was badly outrun in the first half, but after 
that point had been reached made op ground fast 
and finished strongly. Bragg tired fast in the last 
furlong. Silurian ran well for six furlongs. He 
appears to not like the mnd. 

The first race of the day, a dash of six furlongs 
for three-year-olds and upward, was any easy thing 
for Jack Demund. He showed much speed and led 
from start to finish, winning easily by two lengths 
from Corinne Unland, which beat Serpent four for 
second place. Serpent began slowly, but made up 
ground fast in the last quarter and finished 
strongly. Automaton ran well for five furlongs. 
He had not started in a long time and the race 
should do him good. Bard Burns showed speed 
and bears watching, especially over a fast track. 

Small Talk against whose chances as good as 30 
to 1 could be bad took the second race, a five fur- 
longs scramble for two-year-olds, in easy fashion. 
He led from start to finish by two and a half lengths 
from Rankin, which beat Belle Graham one for sec- 
ond place. Rankin was easily outrun in the first 
half, but moved up fast in the last quarter and 
finished with a rush. Belle Graham was always 
outrun. She appears to run best on a fast track. 

In the added race, a dash of seven furlongs, the 
talent went to Muresca on her known liking for the 
mud, but the best she could do was to finish fourth. 
Ed Adack proved to be an easy winner, taking com- 
mand at the barrier’s rise and easily bolding it 
throughout. Ho won by two lengths from Ida V., 
which beat Albert Enright five for second place. 
Ida V. ran an impressive race, making up much 
ground after the first half mile had been run and 
finished strongly, Muresca found the distance too 
far and, after running lapped on the winner for 
five furlongs, gave up the struggle. 

The last race, a dash of one and one-sixteenth 
miles, went to Scotch Plaid by a head in a drive 
from Trentham, which boat Barrack twelve lengths 
for second place. Scotch Plaid appeared to bo an 
easy winner when a furlong from home, but had to 
be driven out to stall off Trentham’s determined 
bid at the end. Ultruda and Dodie S. ran well for 
seven furlongs. Western Duke labored heavily in 
the going and is evidently not a mudlark. 

The track was sloppy and at the best will be 
heavy today. The cool, threatening day kept the 
crowd down to almost the regulars. 



LOCAI. TURF GOSSIP. 

Mr. Corrigan said yesterday that he made the 
protest against Scarlet Lily’s race of August 28, in 
which his mare Artena was second, not with the 



idea of taking the purse away from owner Tracey, 
but in order to protect himself and other horsemen 
racing here. Some days ago theUhicago Jockey 
Club received a telegram from Secretary Hanlon, 
of the eastern Jockey Club, in answer to an 
inquiry, stating that Tracey was on the outlaw list. 
The Western Jockey Club has a rule which outlaws 
any owner who races his horses against an out- 
lawed horse. Mr. Corrigan said he merely entered 
his protest in order to protect himself from the 
penalties of this rule. Complications are involved 
in the case from the fact that for the last two years 
Tracey has been racing under licenses granted by 
both The Jockey Club and Western Jockey Club.

GOSSIP OF THB TURF. 

The Annual Champion Stakes on Saturday proved 
beyond perad venture that the public wants more 
long-distance races in which horses of the all-aged 
division may meet. The public also wishes to see 
the race run from start to finish. The sprints down 
the Futurity course at Sheepshead Bay ana the 
Eclipse coarse at Morris Park may be excellent 
tests of the merits of the horse, but they are of no 
interest to race-goers for the reason that nothing 
of the races can be seen until the horses are within 
an eighth of a mile of the grandstand. In the long- 
distance events such as the Annual Champion, at 
two miles and a qnarter, on the other hand, the 
spectators can see the progress of the race at all 
stages, the shifting of positions, the work of the 
jockeys and in fact every incident worthy of notice. 
This fact was clearly shown by the enthusiasm of 
the crowd on Saturday, for everybody was on tiptoe 
from the moment that the barrier was raised until 
Major Daingerfield flashed past the judges, winner 
by a nose. , 

Advocates of more long-distance races say that 
when the racing authorities curtail the two-year- 
old campaign and thereby help to save the rapidly 
dwindling three, four and aged classes from total 
obliteration, the sport will be strengthened in a 
branch that has always enjoyed popular support. 
They point to the faet that the severe tests that 
two-year-olds undergo serve to break them down or 
take away their stamina before they have really 
reached their full growth. Some turfmen say the 
Futurity ought to be the flrst two-year-old race of 
the year, while others say that there should be no 
rich two-year-old stakes at all, but that the small 
fortunes now hung up by the racing associations 
for the youngsters should be offered to the three- 
year-olds instead. At any rate, the dearth of good 
three and four-year-olds seems to vividly illustrate 
the argument against the overworking of two-year- 
olds which has grown in a most alarming manner,

“Mr. Cassidy has a theory in that connection 
which seems sound and plausible. He believes 
that with the universal use of the barrier without 
the recall flag and the device be is using, or a simi- 
lar one, the day of the bad actor at the post will be 
a thing of the past. All the bad actors of former 
years were made as two-year-olds by reason of long 
delays at tha post and the jockeying of their riders 
to get the best of the start. Very few of the pres- 
ent two-year-olds are bad actors, the worst behav- 
ing horses being those that were racing before the 
no-recall system came into vogue. It seems reason- 
able, therefore, that in the course of a few years 
there will be uo such thing as a bad actor to mar a 
start.”

GOSSIP OF THE TTURF. 

Frank Farrell, after Bonnibert’s defeat Tuesday, 
decided to sell Blues, Bonnibert, The Musketeer, 
De Reszke, Five Nations and others at public sale 
on Saturday next. He reached a similar con- 
clusion several months ago, but afterward changed 
his mind and purchased Mayor Fleischmann’s in- 
terest in Blues for a stiff price. On the same day as 
the sale of the Farrell horses, C. F. Dwyer’s Fran- 
cesco and Deimel& Dwyer’s Africander will be sold. 

Major Daingerfield, the three-year-old colt which 
won the Annual Champion Stakes at Sheepshead 
Bay on Saturday, is not as seriously injured as was 
at first thought. Trainer Matt Allen turned the 
horse out Sunday morning for a walk along the 
Boulevard and he reported later in the day that 
the injury to the fleet son of Handspring was trif- 
ling. Major Daingerfield received a cut on the 
near foreleg above the kneejdnring the race. Jockey 
Odom thinks it was inflicted in the first quarter 
while the horses were striding loose. 

Another attempt was begun at Monday’s session 
of the San Francisco Board of Supervisors to reopen 
Ingleside race track in the suburbs of that city, 
when Supervisor Lynch introduced an ordinance 
regulating horse racing and buying and selling of 
Dools. The bill provides that it shall be unlawful 
for any person or corporation to conduct horse 
races for a longer period than forty days or to buy 
pools or make books or bets except within an 
inclosed race track, and only upon horse races held 
within inclosure and conducted within a limit of 
forty days.
